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STATISTICAL  SUMMARY  CF  THE  DECIDUOUS  FRUIT  EXPORT  SEASON ,  1936-37 

-apples 

Exports  of  fresh  apples  declined  sharply  in  193G-37 

Exports  of  fresh  apples  during  the  1936-37  season,  July  to  June , amounted 
to  only  6,800,000  bushels  -  the  smallest  exports  in  the  past  15  years.  The 
decline  in  the  exports  is  chiefly  explained  by  the  unusually  small  apple  crop 
in  the  United  States  in  1936  and  large  apple  crops  in  Europe.    Exports  of 
apples  in  boxes  were  smaller  than  usual  but  the  chief  decline  occurred  in 
the  exports  of  barrels  and  baskets.     The  largest  share  of  the  exports  as 
usual  went  to  the  United  Kingdom,  followed  by  France,  Germany,  the  Netherlands, 
Canada  and  Belgium.     With  the  exception  of  Canada,  exports  to  all  these 
countries  fell  below  those  of  1935-35.    Exports  accounted  for  about  9  per- 
cent of  the  United  States  apple  crop  in  1935-37  compared  with,  an  average 
(1931-32  to  1935-36)  of  about  11  percent. 
Heavy'  reexports  from  Canada 

An  unusual  development  in  the  export  situation  was  the  diversion  of  a 
large  quantity  of  apples  from  Pacific  Northwest  ports  to  Canadian  Pacific 
_ports-as  a  result  of  the  maritime  labor  difficulties.    Shipping  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  of  the  United  States  was  tied  up  from  October  to  February. 
The  total  quantity  of  apples  shipped  through  Canadian  Pacific  ports  was 
1,863,000  boxes. 

Washington  leading  customs  district 

Because  of  the  small  quantity  of  barreled  apples  exported  from  the 
Atlantic  Coast  States,  Washington  took  first  place  from  New  York  as  a  point 
of  export.    Almost  one-half  of  the  apple  exports  were  made  from  Washington 
ports.    Usually  most  of  the  exports  of  apples  from  Washington  state  clear 
through  Seattle,  but  during  the  past  season  a  considerable  quantity  was 
shipped  to  Canadian  Pacific  ports  for  export. 
Exports  of  -canned  and  dried  apples  also  decline 

Exports  of  canned  apples  and  apple  sauce  during  the  1936-37  amounted  tc 
241,000  cases  compared  with  an  average  of  321,000  cases  in  the  previous  5 
years.     The  exports  were  equivalent  to  about  5  percent  of  the  total  1936 
pack  and  to  about  500,000  bushels  of  fresh  apples.     Practically  all  of  the 
exports  of  canned  apples  and  apple  sauce  go  to  the  United  Kingdom. 
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Exports  of  dried  apples  amounted  to  10,639  short  tons  compared  with 
16,247  in  the  previous  year.     Dried  apples  are  exported  chiefly  to  European 
countries.      France,  the  Netherlands  and  Sweden  are  the  principal  outlets. 
Germany  used  to  be  the  most  important  market  but  imports  have  declined 
sharply  in  the  last  few  seasons  because  of  exchange  restrictions.    Exports  of 
dried  apples  in  1936-37  were  equivalent  to  roughly  3,100,000  bushels  of 
fresh  apples.    Exports  were  equal  to  over  one-half  of  the  production  in  1936. 

In  addition  to  canned  apples  and  sauce  and  dried  apples  a  moderate 
quantity  of  apples  is  exported  in  the  form  of  dried  apple  waste  and  pomace, 
jelly,  cider,  etc.     Of  these  products,  the  only  one  separately  reported  is 
dried  apple  waste.     In  1936-37  the  exports  of  this  product  amounted  to  822 
short  tons  compared  with  969  short  tons  in  1935-36.     The  chief  markets  for 
dried  apple  waste  are  France ,  the  Netherlands  and  Belgium.     This  product 
is  used  chiefly  in  the  manufacture  of  pectin,  marmalades,  and  jellies. 

Pears 

Exports  of  fresh  pears  near  record 

Exports  of  fresh  pears  from  the  United  States  in  the  1936-37  season, 
July  to  June,  amounted  to  2,626,000  bushels,  or  just  slightly  less  than  the 
record  exports  of  the  1930-31  season.     Exports  were  equal  to  about  14  percent 
of  the  pears  normally  used  for  fresh  consumption.     The  United  Kingdom  was 
the  outstanding  market,  taking  slightly  over  1,000,000  bushels  -  somewhat 
less  than  usual.    Exports  of  559,000  bushels  to  Canada  represented  a  large 
increase    over  1935-36.     The  next  most  important  market  was  France  which 
took  392,000  bushels,  or  somewhat  more  than  in  the  previous  year.     The  only 
other  countries  taking  in  excess  of  100,000  bushels  were  Sweden,  the 
Netherlands,  and  Brazil.     Exports  to  these  countries  were  larger  than  those 
of  the  preceding  year. 

Most  fresh  pear  exports  from  Pacific  Coast  States 

Exports  of  fresh  pears  are  not  reported  by  container,  but  most  of  the 
exports  are  made  in  boxes  and  originate  on  the  Pacific  Coast.     According  to 
information  compiled  by  the  International  Apple  Association  all  but  five- 
tenths  of  1  percent  of  the  overseas  exports  of  fresh  pears  originated  in  the 
3  Pacific  Coast  States.     Thu  most  important  points  of  exports  are  San 
Francisco,  Portland,  New  York  and  Seattle. 


Reexports  from  Canada  heavy 

Total  reexports  of  pears  from  Canadian  Pacific  ports  in  1936-37  amounted 
to  383,000  boxes  in  the  5- months  from  October  through  February.     This  was  an 
unusual  development  caused  by  the  tie-up  of  shipping  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
in  1936-37.      These  reexports  are  in  addition  to  the  reexports  from  Canadian 
Atlantic  ports  of  170,000  bushels  of  American  pears.     The  latter  is  a  normal 
movement  since  a  considerable  quantity  of  pears  are  shipped  overland  to 
Canadian  Atlantic  ports  early  in  the  season  each  year. 
Exports  of  canned  and  dried  pears  decline  slightly 

Exports  of  canned  pears  during  1936-37  amounted  to  1,338,000  cases 
(50  lb)  which  was  less  than  in  1935-36  but  only  slightly  below  average. 
About  92  percent  of  the  exports  went  to  the  United  Kingdom.     Small  quantities 
were  exported  to  many  other  countries  but  only  the  Irish  Free  State,  Cuba, 
and  France  took  more  than  10,000  cases.     The  exports  were  equal  to  about 
one-fourth  of  the  1936  canned  pear  pack  and  were  equivalent  to  over  1,300,000 
bushels  of  fresh  pears. 

A  substantial  quantity  of  canned  pears  was  exported  in  the  form  of 
canned  salad  fruit  and  cocktail.    Usually  about  one-fourth  of  the  canned 
salad  and  cocktail  mixes  consists  of  pears.     The  total  exports  of  canned 
salad  fruit  and  cocktail  amounted  to  766,000  cases  (50  lb)  in  1936-37  com- 
pared with  the  record  exports  of  809,000  cases  in  the  previous  year.  Over 
86  percent  of  the  exports  went  to  the  United  Kingdom.     The  Irish  Free  State 
and  France  were  the  two  other  most  important  markets.    Exports  of  canned 
salad  and  cocktail  accounted  for  about  one- fifth  of  the  production  in  1936. 
The  fresh  pear  equivalent  of  pears  exported  in  canned  salad  and  cocktail 
in  1936-37  was  around  200,000  bushels. 
Slight  decline  in  dried  pear  exports 

Total  exports  of  dried  pears  amounted  to  3,675  short  tons  in  1936-37 
compared  with  3,780  short  tons  in  the  previous  season.     The  principal  markets 
in  order  of  importance  were  France,  the  Netherlands,  Sweden,  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Canada.     Exports  to  Germany  amounted  to  only  100  short  tons 
compared  with  an  average  of  1,220  short  tons  in  the  5-year  period,  1931-52 
to  1935-36.     The  decline  in  exports  to  Germany  was  due  to  the  strict  exchange 
regulations  in  force  in  that  country.     Exports  of  dried  pears  were  equal  to 
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almost  half  of  the  production  in  1936  compared  with  60  percent  of  the  pre- 
ceding 5-year  period.    When  the  dried  pears  in  dried  fruit  compote  are- 
considered,  the  proportion  of  the  production  exported  is  Much  higher. 
Smaller  exports  of  dried  frulj^oomgote 

Exports  of  dried  fruit  compote  declined  sharply  in  1936-37  amounting  to 
only  4,493  short  tons  compared  with  7,236  short  tons  in  1933-36.    Exports  to 

Sweden,  which  has  always  been  the  most  iw-ta-n  market  f„,  a~  a  , 

j-..o.  .ant  market  for  cried  fruit  compot 

amounted  to  2,470  short  tons  against  4,933  short  tors  in  +„= 

o..or„  cons  in  the  previous  season. 

Whereas  exports  to  Sweden  declined    ,.r„,t,  +„  w_ 

eoxineo,  exports  to  Irance  showed  a  sharp  increase, 

the  total  reaching  825  shorf 'tolls  compared  with  490  in  1935-36.    The  -296 
short  tons  exported  to  the  United  kingdom  was  less  than  half  the  quantity 
exported  to  that  country  in  the  preceding  season.    Other  important  markete- 
er dried  fruit  compote  wore  Norway,  Germany  and  the  Netherlands. 

Grapes 

Exports  of  fr„Sh  graces  considerably 

A  total  of  23,058  short  tons  of  fresh  grapes  were  exported  in  1936-37 
compared  with  18,676  short  tons  in  the  previous  season.    Exports  were 
substantially  larger  than  average  for  the  3  preceding  years  but  still  below 
exports  of  the  pre-depression  years  of  1928-29  and  1930-31.    About  one-half 
of  the  exports  went  to  Canada  and  one-sixth  to  the  United  Kingdom.  Exports 
to  both  countries  have  increased  rapidly  ln  the  past  f6w  years.  Qther 
important  markets  for  fresh  grapes  wore  Cuba,  Mexico,  Brazil,  the  Philippines. 
Brxtish  Malaya  and  Sweden,  all  of  which  too*  more  than  400  short  tons  in 
1936-37.    Substantial  increases  occurred  in  the  exports  to  practically  all 
countries  during  1936-37  compared  with  the  previous  season.    There  was  a 
tendency  for  exports  to  the  Orient,  however,  to  be  smaller  than  in  the  previous 

year.    Although  exports  accounted  for  onlv  a  litti»  ™>  , 

onrj  a  little  over  1  percent  of  the 

crop,  they  were  valued  at  about  #2,200,000. 
Raisin  exports  above 

Exports  of  raisins  amounted  to  56,166  atot  tons  in  1936-37,  or  slightly 
-re  than  in  the  preceding  year  and  the  5-year  averse,  1931-32  to  1935-36. 
^  United  Kingdom  took  about  44  percent  of  the  exports  in  1936-37  while 
'•5  Percent  went  to  Sweden.    The  next  most  important  outlets  were  Canada, 
Erance,  and  the  Netherlands.    About  one-third  of  the  raisin  crop  was 
exported  in  1936-37.
